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HE. Habeas Corpus Ad is fufpended, 
you fay: —— Well, and what of 
thar? Do we live in a Country 
where every S ry of S——te 
is an Inquifitor, and every Officer 





an Aquazille 7— Can one fpeak no 
Part of his Sentiments without 
having the Halter about bis Neck? No, I hope the perfonal 
Honour of our Ma—_———ry even in thofe Days of Deult 
and Diftrattion, may be fome Safeguard toa Briton, who, 
during the Sufpenfion of conflitutional A&ts, fhall ven- 





ture, with Decency, to tell his Sentiments. 

This Hope is the better grounded as all our immediate 
Alarms feem to be over, and the Necefficy of free Law- 
guage is the more neceffary becaule we have been alarm’d. 
The Rage of the Conflagration is now fubfided ; it is 
now lawful, and, I believe, exped:ent, ta enquire into its 
Caufes: A Curiofity which might have been imperti- 
nent and improper to have gratify’d, during the Conti- 
nuance of the Calamity. 

But you talk only of Alarms, Mr. Broad-botiom, was 
there no Danger? Danger! yes, we were invaded by Six 
or Seven Thoufand fhabby cowardly Highlanders, 
headed by a beardlefs Wanderer, ata Time when we 
had not above One Hundred Thoufand Men with 
Swords in their Hands in all Zngland. The Land fhook 
at the Danger of receiving new Mafters, and every 
Temple feemed to tremble at the Apprehenfion of ad- 
mitting new Gods. Ax laft, his Majefty’s Forces were 
pleafed to ftop the impudent Invader, after he had pene- 
trated into the Heart of England: Our Cataline, iit, 
exceffit, cvafit, crupit, nulla jam pernicies a monftro illo atgue 
predigio macnibus ipfis nitra mocnia comparalitur. London 
fhall yet itand, and there lofty Towers fhal! yet remain. 


But what is ftill more extraordinary, chis Enemy was 
repell’d, after about Fif:y of his Men were kill’d or 
drowned ; and this at the Expence of not above Twenty 
Thoufand Pounds for every Man he loft ; for Fifty times 
Twenty Thoufand is juff one Million; and no Man 
dare fay, that this Rebellion has coft the Nation more, 
even taking in all the Expence of the Datch and Heffiaus, 
the bringing over our own Troops, with the Charge 
of the new Levies, the Contributions of the Country 
paid to the Government, thofe paid to the Rebels, the 
breaking up Roads, the breaking down Bridges, ovr 
Loffes in Sc.tland, and all. 


I fhould in this Account have brovghiio the Prifoners 
which we haveof the Rebels; bur I am afraid the Bal- 
lance will lie much againft usin char Article ; fince an 
Hour of Imprifonment to a Free Briton is teo cheaply 
purchas’'d by Years of Bondage to a Slave, 

You feem, Mr. Broad bottom, to lasch 5 venember your 
old Quotation: Non illum mebercule civem putavem qui 
hifce temporibus videre pet ft. Grant TF did isugh, Sir, 
Whatis to htuder a Man, while Isughing, to tell the 
Truth? It, in the above Sketch, I have gg: avated 
Matters, treat me with the Contempt I deferve. Bur, 
Sir, I can be ferious as well us you, 


The Progreis of the Kebels ater palling the Frith of 








Forth, was nothing fo farprifing as was the Head to 
which they had got before that happened. Thisis, of al! 
others, the moft melancholy Confideration. A young 
Fellow lands with half a Dozen Spendthrifts and Fugi 
tives in a Country furrounded by well-alle€tioned Sub- 
je&ts, and finds Means to get together the Face of an 
Army without Oppofition or Moleflation, nay to gain 
fome Advantages over the King’s Troops. But you fay, 
That the well-affetioned Su! jects in thofe Parts were dif- 
armed by A& of Parliament, and it would have been danger- 
ous for any Man, without proper Authority, to have drawn 
them together, and to have put Arms into their Hands, ‘The 
firft Partof this Propofition I admit, the latter I doubr 
of, if we admit the felt-evident Neceflity of the Meature : 
And after all, I cannot apprehend, fuppofing bot to 
be tree, that, upon the Circumftances of the Conjunc 
ture, they ia the leaft account tor the Fact. 

In fhort, one Way of accounting for it, is by tup- 
pofing, that this young Fellow landed invi/il/y and im- 
perceptibly to all but his own Party: That he not only 
was himielf invijible, but all who joined him were fo, 
"till they got to too great a Head to be refrained.

der from Above: I fay, if we fuppofe all this, where is 
the Head fo green, as to beat a Lofs to accoun: for the 
Succels of the one Party, or fo grey as to attempt to 
jultity the Conduét of the other. 


But fay you, Where was the Neceffity, even Suppofing 


the Information to have been true, where was the Poltcy of 


putting Arms in the Hands of a People whom the Leoiflature 
had thought proper to difarm, as bis Majefty hed regular 
Forces in that Kingdom fufficient to Lave fuppre{s'd them? 
Give me Leave to fay, that the Contequences of this 
whole unhappy Affair fufficiently anfwers this Objection. 
Nothing which happened to Sir ¥— n C—pe in the Ke- 
bels giving his regular Troops the Slip at the Pals of 
Cameroch, (or if you will, his giving them the Slip) 
could be a Matter unexpected and unforefeen, no more 
than their paffing by G | W—de, when be had ad- 
vanced as far as Morpeth to anack them. Regular ‘Troops, 
unlefs affifed, (as thofe under his R-——-] H -~— 
the D—e lately were) with proper Vehicles furnith’d 
them by the Country in Arms in their Favour, move 








in Comparifon to Highland Rebels, as an Alligator to 
an Indians: The leat fhore ‘Turn the latter gives (and 
he can turn as of.en as he pleates) puts the former to 
the Trouble and Expence of raking a vat Compats be-

We are allured, 
that Major-General Blakeney is very well provided 
with Men and Provifions The Rebels have bur two 
Cannon of Twelve Pounders, which with great La- 
bour they broughr round by the Frew; one Eighteen 
Pounder, which they have been unfucceisfully trying to 
pils over at Allowa on F'outs, is ill there. Yelterday 
General Hawley fent up fome Boats armed, and a fmall 
Vellel with Cannon, manoed with 300 Men, under 
the Command of Col. Leighton, to deftoy all their 
Machines There is as yet no Report from him. 

Edirlurgh, Fan.10. Barrell’s and Poulteney’s Re- 
giments came in here this Day, fo that we have now 
twelve Battalions, Sempill’s and Campbell's are upon 
the Road ; and Cobhagn’s Dragoons are to be this Day 
at Danfe. Difpefitions are making to marcis the Day 
after To-morrow towards the Rebels vith 3 or 4000 
Men, which are to take Poft at Linlithgow, Barrow- 
ftoun, and Queen’s Ferry, and will be able, as it is 
hoped to drive away Lord Kilmarnock from Falkirk.
